|WILMINGTON - The Whopper is 
about to get some competition. 

it’s official. A site plan approval 
and the necessary permits have 
heen obtained for the construction 
of a McDonald’s Drive-Thru 
Restaurant to be built at 212 Main 
Street in Wilmington. On Tuesday, 
September 19, Mark Vaughan, an 
attorney with the Boston firm 
Riemer & Braunstein, got the 
greenlight from town officials. 

The fast food staple will mark the 
first time that a Big Mac Attack 
has struck in the town of 
Wilmington in the restaurant's 
decades-long history. 

Mancini’s Restaurant, which has 
cecupied the spot at 212 Main 
Street for years, will be demolished 
in time so that the Home of the 
Happy Meal can be built in time for 
the spring of 2001. Construction of 
the new McDonald's is slated to 
begin early next year. 

Ronald McDonald’s arrival in the 
community signals the second time 
this year that a beloved Wilmington 
family restaurant sees itself being 
replaced by a popular chain, Just 
this month, Stelio’s Restaurant on 
Lowell Street was bought by 99 
Restaurants, Inc.. 

“This location is right along a 
major commuter thoroughfare,” 
says Attorney Vaughan. 
“McDonald’s will provide a conve- 
nient option for area commuters 
and residents. We feel that the 
entire town will benefit from this 
project.” 

The new restaurant will encom- 

pass 3,190 square feet, offering 
enough seats for 55 patrons at one 
time. Customers seeking those 
famous fries on the go will be able 
to breeze through a drive-thru. 
‘A glance at McDonald's figures 
reinforces the chain’s assertion 
that they are responsible for “bil- 
lions and billions served.” There 
are 27,000 McDonald's restaurants 
around the world that collectively 
serve 43 million people each day. 

‘That's a lot of Chicken 
McNuggets, and starting early next 
year, Wilmington residents will be 
adding to that equation.

Water supply investigation 


MWRA recommended

WILMINGTON - Is the town’s 
water supply all washed up? 

Consider. The town is experienc- 
ing strong water demands. It has 
been projected that the communi- 
ty’s water supply will soon be suf- 
fering a deficit totaling as many as 
one million gallons a_ day. 
Wilmington is at its withdrawal 
limit, in terms of the Water 
Management Act, which dictates 
how much water a town can with- 
draw from its sources per year. 
Lastly, the groundwater supplies at 
the Maple Meadow Brook Aquifer 
are at risk of being shut down on 
short notice, due to the advance- 
ment of the plume from the Olin 
Chemical Company property. 

“The town of Wilmington does 
have regulatory problems that it 
needs to face,” says Anthony Zuena, 
a representative from SEA

Consultants in Boston. Zuena was 
hired by DPW Superintendent 
Donald Onusseit and Water and 
Sewer Superintendent Michael 
Woods, who asked the consultant to 
take the pulse of the community’s 
water supply. 

Zuena painted the above scenario 
to the Board of Selectmen at its 
September 25 meeting. His assess- 
ment of the town’s water supply 
surprised and frustrated Selectman 
Michael McCoy. 

“I've lived in this town for 41 
years,” said McCoy. “I've always 
been under the impression that the 
town was self-sufficient about its 
water supply, especially in the 
1980s. It seems that there has been 
a lot of growth over the last decade, 
and that has caused some strain. I 
remember that neighboring com- 
munities like Burlington used to 
buy their water from us. Now we're

on the other end of that, and I don’t 
think it’s a good sign at ail.” 

What to do? 

Zuena has an idea: The town 
should seriously consider connect- 
ing to a water main owned by the 
Massachusetts Water Resource 
Authority (MWRA). On Mishawum 
Road, there is a MWRA interceptor. 
About 10,000 feet north of that inter- 
ceptor is a large water main within 
the distribution system for the com- 
munity of Woburn. From that 
point, there is an additional run of 
up to 3,000 feet that carries its way 
up to the border of Wilmington 
Industrial Park. 

“Hydraulically, this route is more 
than adequate to meet the deficit 
projections,” Zuena told the board. 
“There would be no technical hur- 
dles that couldn't be met with this 
route.”

Drug arrests stun school

WILMINGTON - Three juveniles 
were arrested for drug-related 
offenses at the Middle School on 
Carter Lane on Wednesday, 
September 20. 

The three juveniles were brought 
to the office of Vice Principal Mary 
Ashburn after it was brought to her 
attention that transactions involv- 
ing marijuana had taken place ear- 
lier in the school day. Indeed, the 
youths were found to have two bags 
of marijuana in their possession. 

The juveniles were arrested, 
released on their own recognizance, 
and taken home under the custody 
of their parents. 

Two of the youths have been 
charged with the possession of mar- 
ijuana, which is a Class D sub- 


stance. The third youth has been 
charged with the distribution of a 
Class D substance within a school 
zone. 

Wilmington Inspector Pat King is 
conducting the investigation into 
who in fact provided the third youth 
with some quantities of pot that the 
juvenile could distribute. 

“Distributing drugs in a school 
zone is an extremely serious 
offense,” says Inspector King. “I'm 
not certain what is done in the case 
of juveniles, but if it was an adult 
who had distributed those drugs in 
a school zone, then he would be 
looking at a mandatory sentence of 
two years in prison.” 

The three youths were arraigned 
in Woburn District Court on 
Monday, September 25. Clerks at 
Woburn District Court could not 
comment on the nature of the juve- 

The young students’ arrests for 
these narcotics offenses happened 
just days after the issue of illegal 
teen drinking was put on the table 
by six high school students who 
were caught inebriated at a 
Saturday night dance. 

“We know that the school system 
has a zero tolerance policy when it 
comes to drugs,” says Inspector 
King. “We do not hesitate to charge 
anyone.”

Stelio’s no more 


For the past 53 years, Wilmington 
is had a shortage of restaurants. 
\Iter Prohibition was lifted in 1934 
veral barsand restaurants opened 
ar Silver Lake. The bars became 
vw vowdy that in 1947 the town fa 
had had enough. They put a 
arrant article in that year's town 
meeting to do away with all liquor 
ivenses. Without liquor licenses 
most restaurants went out of busi 
ness. 
For a quarter of a century, you 
could count all the restaurants in 
town on your fingers, not even us: 
ing your thumbs. Finally in the 
1970s, Rocco DePasquale, prior to 
his becoming a selectman, submit 
teda warrant article to allow liquor 
to be served at tables. Atabout the 
same time, though, there was also 
1 town by-law adopted known as 
High-Density Zoning, which in ef 
fect says that restaurants, gas sta 
tions and car dealerships have to go 
before town meeting before they 
tnopen ata new location. as 
ut a strangle-hold on new restau- 
ints. since verv few people want 
» put up the money for a business 
ticing the risk of going before the 
town meeting. This has resulted in 
here being only a handful of res- 
taurants in town, 
One of the few restaurants in 
town in the early 1 
huilding on Lowell Street that had 
t the home of several failed 
res 
Originally, it had been built as a 
wage in the late 1920s. Harold 
Pump" Smith had a Ford 
ealership there around 1930 
taymond Ashworth bought the 
.ilding inthe late 1940s and opened 
innyhurst Ice Cream. Nearby, he 
ter built a candy store. His daugh- 
r, Jeanne, learned to skate on the 
across the street, next to where 
he tennis courts are now. Jeanne 
shworthwent onto becomea world 
1ampion speedskater and Olym- 
pic Bronze Medalist he 


Sometime in the 1960s, the 
Ashworths sold the ice cream stand, 
and it became a diner-style restau- 
rant. Nobody can remember ex- 
actly how many owners went 
through the place, but until 1975 
nobody made a success of it. 

The last owner before Stelio's 
lamented that nobody could make a 
go of such a run-down building. In 
1975, Stelianos "Stan" Katsikis was 
cooking at the No-Name Restau- 
rant on the fish pier in Boston. A 
native of Andros, an island in 
Greece, he was young and ambi- 
tious He, his brother Haralambos 
"Bob", their sister Dimitra and their 
father came to Wilmington and 
opened the restaurant on Lowell 
Street. Their menu at first was pre- 
dominantly fish, since that was what 
they knewbest. Gradually they took 
ona wider range of food, including 
many Greek dishes, served family- 
style. Stelio's became an instant 
hit 

Their first two waitresses were 
the Calo sisters, Dolly and Joanne 
Dolly remained with the business 
for its entire 25 years. 

After three successful years, Stan 
bought the building. About 14 
months later, on Sept. 30, 1979, the 
restaurant caught fire. The fire 
originated in the kitchen ventila- 
tion system and heavily damaged 
the building. Stan was in Greece at 
the time. Once he returned, they 
leveled the old building and built a 
new restaurant. Again, it was an 
almost instantaneous success. 

The most risk-free way to open a 
restaurant is to buy one already in 
business. Just as going into a res- 
taurant business is a golden oppor- 
tunity, going out of business is an 
even better one. 

They sold the business to the 99 
Restaurant chain. Stelio’s Restau- 
rant is no more.

To allay fears that the resident 
backyard bird populations have not 
suddenly and mysteriously dropped 
off the edge of the earth, I thought 
I would pen a few lines. And, by the 
way, my backyard in North 
Wilmington has beenstrangely quite 
also, since early in September. 

What is happening is as predict- 
able as clockwork. Having been 
feeding and watching the birds for 
nearly 40 years, I can assure you 
that the birds will return to our 
yards early to mid October. 


What’s happening is this: the 
month of September, of all the 12 * 
months, sees by far the greatest’ 
abundance of birds’ natural foods. , 
Seeds are ripening, insects are very | 
active, and berries are there wait- ; 
ing to be enjoyed by the birds. As ' 
soon as we get two or three sharp ° 
frosts in late October, all of the’ 
“missing” birds will return to our , 
yards.

The RMLD has a seasonal rate 
structure which enables the utility 
to maintain low rates throughout 
the year. 

“The RMLD has a seasonal rate 
structure because the peak demand 
season occurs during the summer 
months,” Manager Rucker said. 
“The RMLD'’s electrical demand is 
highest during the summer months, 
primarily due to the larger load 
demands on the system caused by 
air conditioners, pool filters, and 
fans.” 

To maintain its low rates 


throughout the year, the RMLD 
purchases its power through long 
and short term contracts. Residen- 
tial and commercial customers are 
also able to participate in a rate 
structure which offers lower rates 
as an incentive to use electricity 
during off-peak times and who vol- 
untarily turn off their water heat- 
ers during peak demand times. 

This year, RMLD customers 
should note that prices for oil and 
natural gas have risen dramati- 
cally during the past several 
months, causing an increase in fuel 
charges passed on to RMLD cus- 
tomers by the generating facilities. 
To avoid paying higher electric bills 
this winter, customers should take 
measures now to conserve electric- 
ity in their residences and busi- 
nesses. f

If the town decides to connect 
With the MWRA’s nearby water 
main, then it will have two options. 
It can hook its water supply up to 

an emergency connection, which 
‘would be a short-term measure that 
would allow Wilmington access to 
‘“MWRA’s resources for up to six 
‘months. Or .the town can hook 
itself up to a permanent connec- 
tion, which would enable access to 
MWRA water whenever it was 
needed. 

A decision in favor of a permanent 
connection would trigger an admis- 
sions process that would include an 

‘application submittal; a review of 

w4ocal water sources from the 
Department of Environmental 
Protection; the submittal by the 
town of a management plan to the 
state’s Water Resource 
Commission; and the filing of an 
Environmental! Notification Form, 
in accordance with the 
Massachusetts Environmental 
Policy Act (MEPA). 

The construction of a connection 
to the MWRA’s water main would 
cost a pretty penny. The MWRA 
application process would cost the 

town $75,000. The MEPA process 
would carry a price tag of $225,000. 
The actual construction and engi- 
neering of the MWRA’s connection 
would total $1,150,000. 

Here, however, is the price tag 
that made more than a few mouths 
drop at the Selectmen meeting: The 
MWRa's entrance fee for the town 
of Wilmington would be $5 million. 
It is a figure that would be 
adjustable to the amount of water 
that the town would actually 
receive. 

“Basically, that’s the cost of join- 
ing the club,” said Zuena. 

Selectman Daniel Wandell asked 
.Zuena if Wilmington would have to 
«pay money if, say, the town of 

vere experienced broken water 
pipes. 

Answered Zuena, “Indirectly, yes. 
‘The $5 million tee would help cover 
the MWRA’'s water maintenance 
issues outside of Wilmington.”

WILMINGTON - A new subdivi- 
sion and a closing of the continued 
Brookfield Estates topped the Con- 
servation Commission’ agenda at 
its September 20 meeting. 

* BROOKFIELD ESTATES. 
The commission closed the public 
hearing. Mike Carter, of GCG Asso- 
ciates, representing applicant 
James Mangano, requested that the 
commission close the hearing and 
vote on the plan as presented. 

There isstill a proposed wetland 
crossing for the sewer that would 
connect it to an off-site sewer main. 
Although the crossing has been 
shifted slightly to minimize cross- 
ing length, there will still be signifi- 
cant wetland disruption. 

“[I'm] not satisfied that Cour] 
questions have been answered,” said 
James Morris, Commission Chair- 
man. 

The commission introduced al- 
ternative suggestions for the sewer 
crossing, such as a pumping station 
or connecting to a private sewer, 
that could have been considered. 

The hearing was closed and the 
Order of Conditions will be voted 
upon at the next meeting. 

* FOLEY FARM DIVISION 
The 5.8-acre site is located at 2 
Kilmarnock Street. Richard 
Stewart, the applicant and owner of 
the developing corporation Triton 
Construction, Inc., was present at 
the hearing to discuss his plans 

The existing site consists of a 
heavily-wooded upland and border- 
ing vegetated wetland area. The 
wetland is delineated by a stone 
wall that runs east-west across the 


site. The eastern property line is 
defined by the railroad. The south 
side of the property abuts several 
single-family dwellings, whichhave 
frontage on Kilmaynock Street. 

The proposal is for a six-lot sub- 
division and appropriate roadway, 
with septic. Each lot has a pro- 
posed single-family dwelling with 
the appropriate drainage and sep- 
tic plans. Each lot will be discussed 
individually. Four of the six lots’ 
plans have been submitted to the 
commission for approval. 

The roadway is approximately 
330 feet, providing access to the 
subdivision. It will include a side- 
walk, curbing and utility work, in 
addition to drainage and grading 
for the lots. The drainage systems 
will include a storm-water manage- 
ment structure, such as a dry well 
or a French drain. Such measures 
are appropriate to mitigate runoff 
from the roadway, dwellings, drive- 
ways or lawns. 

“Your plan] says it qualifies for 
a limited project, but you have a 
wetland crossing,” said John 
Keeley, Assistant Director of Plan- 
ning and Conservation. He indi- 
cated that the roadway still has 
some issues that need to be re- 
solved. 

“We need revised calculations,” 
said Lisa Brothers, commission 
member. “You are using the wet- 
lands as a pond.” 

Brothers indicated that the com- 
mission is concerned about what 
flows into the wetlands. She said 
that new calculations are needed to 
better reflect the drainage changes. 


In addition, the commission re- 
quested an easement plan, a defini- 
tive layout plan, and alternatives to 
the wetland crossing proposed for 
one of the lots 

“I am concerned that the wet- 
land crossing will damage the wet- 
lands,” said Mr. Morris. 

The lots submitted are 1 through 
4. Ingeneral, Mr. Keeley noted that 
each lot plan is missing house di- 
mensions, wetland setback and soil 
data for dry well locations. 

The commission approved Lot 1. 
It met their 15-foot no-disturb set- 
back policy. 

5 Foley still has some outstand- 
ing issues, such as septic approval, 
appropriate drainage calculations, 
and more details on the bordering 
wall. 

“(We need] the drainage caleu- 
lations and volumes that the drain- 
age will realistically hold,” said 
Mr. Morris. He indicated that a 
swale might be necessary. He is 
also concerned about the wall being 
adequate to deter debris dumping 
into the wetlands. 

4 Foley plan fails to show the 
entire wetland line, as well as the 
rear property line and driveway 
runoff, in addition to the necessary 
septic approval. 

2 Foley has similar issues, such 
as a lack of septic approval, infor- 

mation on the retaining wall and 
runoff calculations. 

The Commission voted to con; 
tinue the meeting to give the appli- 
cant sufficient time to submit the 
necessary changes. 


Route 93 argument ends in violence 


yy SHAWN P. SULLIVAN 
WILMINGTO! dispute in the 
breakdown lane of Route 93 North 
resulted in a man having his arm 
slashed with a knife on Sunday, 
September 17. 

According to Wilmington Ser- 
geant Christopher Neville, a ve- 
hicle transporting three Hispanic 
males broke downat approximately 
7 p.m. as it was approaching the 
Park Street Bridge. The three men 
inside contacted an acquaintance 
to come to the scene to assist them 

When the help, a Hispanic male 
named Vilmasi Mejia, appeared at 
the scene with another Hispanic 
male as his passenger, an argu- 
ment allegedly broke out. The al- 
tercation, which began in the break- 
down lane and actually moved into 
the driving lanes of Route 93, ended 
with Mejia allegedly stabbing Juan 
Carlos Delvillar, one of the men in 
the broken-down car. After the 
alleged stabbing, Mejia reportedly 
fled the scene with his passenger. 

The grounds of the argument 
are not certain at this time. 


When Officer Stephen Mauriello 
reported to the scene, he found the 
two cars, one of which had its hood 
up. 

Officer Mauriello was ap- 
proached by Delvillar and the other 
two males in the broken-down ve- 
hicle, Delvillar hada white tee-shirt 
wrapped around his arm, He had 
been cut to the bone. One of the 
other two males, who was unable to 
speak English, communicated to 
Officer Mauriello that an ambu- 
lance was needed. Furthermore, 
Officer Mauriello was told that the 
suspect and his friend had fled on 
foot towards the Park Street Bridge 
and into the woods. 

While Officer Mauriello re- 
mained with the victims, Officer 
Lou Martignetti reported to the area 
and discovered the two suspects 
near 43 Park Street in Wilmington. 
Sergeant Neville met with Officer 
Martignetti and assisted in hand- 
cuffing the suspects and returning 
them to the scene of the two ve- 
hicles. 

By the time that Sergeant Neville 


and Officer Martignetti returned to 
the scene, state troopers had ar 
rived. Two stainless steel folding 
knives had been found laying on top 
of each other on the hood of the 
suspect’s car. 

Both parties, the victims and the 
suspects, claimed to know each 
other. One of the suspects had 
fresh blood splattered on his shoes, 
but nobody present would give a 
detailed account of what transpired, 

Mejia and his friend were taken 
to the state police barracks in 
Andover by Officers Martignetti and 
Thomas McConologue. While the 
friend was released, Mejia was 
charged with assault and battery 
with a deadly weapon. 

Delvillar was transported to the 
Lahey Clinic in Burlington, where. 
he was treated and released. In the 
time since, he has reported to the 
barracks in Andover, only to refuse. 
to make acomment and deny being. 
cut by the Mejia. 

Mejia was arraigned in Woburn 
District Court on Monday, Semen 
ber 18.

Coping with bullies 


BURLINGTON - “While most 
kids look forward to the start of 
school and to seeing their friends 
again, some children live in fear of 
bullies on the playground,” says 
Don Sugai, PhD, a psychologist 
specializing in children and adoles- 
cents at Lahey Clinic. According to 
Sugai, there are steps that parents, 
teachers and kids can take to dif- 
fuse those “bullying”” situations. 
Parents can help by making other 
adults aware of the situation; teach- 
ers can facilitate problem solving 
with small groups of kids; and chil- 
dren can practice assertive behav- 
ior, buddy up, or even participate in 
activities that help build self confi- 
dence, such as scouting, karate or 
aikido. 

Avoid backpack strain 

As students load their backpacks 
in preparation for school, Lahey 
Clinic Orthopaedist David Fehnel, 
MD, warns that backpacks should 
be carefully selected and properly 
worn. “Many students, especially 
teens, haul heavy loads that can 
cause shoulder discomfort, back 
pain and contribute to poor pos- 

says Fehnel. “Make sure the 
load is not too heavy for the carrier 
and encourage students to always 
wear both shoulder straps,” he adds, 
referring to a recent study of 11-13 


year olds that found carrying book 
backs on one shoulder significantly 
altered both posture and style of 
walking. 

To prevent back strain, Fehnel 
recommends: 

*Look for a backpack that is 
comfortable and the correct size 
for one’s body 

*Put the heaviest items closer to 
the body 

*For heavy loads, use a pack 
with a hip belt. 

*Limit loads to not more than 25 
percent of the carrier's weight 

Peanut allergies on the rise 
among children 

“Sensitivity to peanuts appears 
tobe increasing, particularly among 
young children,” s John Saryan, 
MD, an allergist at Lahey Clinic 
“With so many children inday care 
parents should be sure to inform 
schools and daycare providers of 
any food allergies.” According to 
Saryan, young children are likely 
to share food, put fingers in their 
mouths, and touch residue left on 
the lunch table. Dr. Saryan urges 
parents of peanut sensitive chil 
dren to provide an adrenaline in 
jection kit and antihistamine to all 
caretakers and show them how to 
use it.

PORTSMOUTH, N.H. - With the 
advent of the new school year, thou- 
sands of high s¢hool seniors are 
now gearing up to apply to their 
favorite colleges. At the same time, 
advises the U.S. Department of 
Education, families and students 
should begin the process of apply- 
ing for financial aid. 

The good news is that due to the 
robust economy and newinitiatives 
being introduced by President 
Clinton, there is more money avail- 
able this year than ever before 
Financial aid experts agree, how- 
ever, that the sooner families begin 
their search for sources that can 
help them, the greater are their 
chances of receiving financial aid. 

Currently there are over 400,000 
independent and private scholar- 
ship and grant sources available to 
students some of which pay 100 
percent of a student's tuition. More 
than 80 percent of these scholar- 
ships do not depend on family need 
or exceptional grades but are 
awarded based on factors such as a 
student’s interests, hobbies, aca- 
demic focus, age, heritage, religion 
or parents’ work or military experi- 
ence. 

According to the Wall Street 


Journal, students “can increase 
their chances of receiving financial 
aid simply by understanding how 
the process works.” It is important 
for students who want to enter col- 
lege in the fall of 2001 to start gath- 
ering information now to identify 
the sources that can help them. 

The financial aid process can be 
somewhat confusing especially for 
those going through it for the first 
time. But students who learn the 
basics and the inside workings of 
the system are more successful in 
securing scholarship and other fi- 
nancial aid to help pay for tuition, 
room and board, text books and 
other costs.

Failure to register for the draft can make 
you ineligible for student loans 


WASHINGTON, DC - Selective 
Service Director Gil Coronado re- 
turned to his alma mater, Lanier 
High School in San Antonio, Texas, 
September 11, to launch a national 
in-school campaign to remind young 
men that they are required by law 
to register with Selective Service, 
and that they are jeopardizing their 
future if they fail to do so. 

The national registration drive 
is taking place Sept. 11-22 and will 
see high schools throughout the 
country conducting events to raise 
awareness of the Federal law re- 
quiring virtually all young men liv- 
ing in the U.S. to register with 
Selective Service within 30 days of 
their 18th birthday. Equally impor 
tant, the registration drive will high- 
light the important opportunities 
young men forfeit when they do not 
register. 

Many young men in the U.S. fail 
to register with Selective Service, 
not only breaking the law, but also 
making themselves ineligible for 
such opportunities as student loans, 
job training, Federal employment 
and U.S. citizenship for male immi- 
eo has found and anec- 
dotal evidence confirms that the 


number one reason young men to 
not register is a simple lack of 
awareness to do so. 

The “Registration Drive” is the 
first ina series of events the Agency 
is conducting to reach out to young 
men through new partnerships with 
important constituencies such as 
the U.S. education community. High 
schools across the country will par- 
ticipate in the drive by organizing 
activities such as Internet registra- 
tions, lunch time registration drives, 
classroom discussions, and assem- 
blies featuring local celebrities and 
civic leaders 

“It is tragic to see young men 
potentially missing out on future 
opportunities because they just 
don’t know they are required to 
register,” Coronado said. “But even 
more tragic is that our experience 
shows the young men most likely to 
miss the message are those from 
poor and under represented popu- 
lations - the very men who often 
stand the most to gain from these 
opportunities.” 

Selective Service has enlisted 
the help of Secretary of Education 
Richard Riley and several leading 
national education organizations, 


e.g., National Association of Sec- 
ondary School Principals, National 
Association of State Boards of Edu- 
cation, Center for Civic Education, 
American School Counselor Asso- 
ciation, to encourage principals, 
teachers, counselors and other in- 
school influencers to remind stu- 
dents that registration is the law, 
and that failure to register can have 
a severe impact on a young man’s 
future. Secretary Riley has praised 
Selective Service for the effort of 
educating Americans about their 
civicresponsibilities, and expressed 
concern for the future of young 
men who do not register. “As we 
know, financial aid in many in- 
stances is the difference between 
furthering one’s education or being 
left behind,” he said. 

Coronado concurred. “Our mis- 
sion as an Agency is to ensure that 
registration compliance is as high 
as possibleso that we cando our job 
in a fair and equitable manner,” he 
said. “But we are equally commit- 
tedto seeing to it that no young man 
in America misses out on impor- 
tant future opportunities that may 
make the difference in their having 
a successful and fulfilling life.”

used an antique Chippendale or Chinese chair at a given 
point in the past. We should not be surprised. The mid-cen- 
tury era was a wonderful period when Herman Miller and 


Knoll were producing amazing designs that now have be- 
come collector’s items.” 

The trend toward revivals and adaptations of furnishings 
from the 1950s to 1970s was heavily evident at trade shows 
this spring.

$16.2 Million for 
Mass Arts 


Massachusetts artists, cultur- 
al organizations, schools and 
local cultural councils serving 
thousands of Bay State resident 
will share $16.2 million in grants 
distributed for fiscal 2001 by the 
Massachusetts Cultural Council. 

The grants are part of an 
$18.5 million appropriation 
approved by the Legislature and 
signed by Gov. Paul Cellucci in 
late July. 

The budget approval was part 
of a legislative session in which 
lawmakers also created a fund 
to begin to address the renova- 
tions and maintenance of cultur- 
al facilities and enacted a state 
income tax deduction for chari- 
table contributions. 

New facilities legislation will 
begin to address the mainte- 
nance of cultural facilties and 
enacted a state income tax 
deduction for charitable contri- 
butions. 

New facilities legislation will 
begin to address the mainte- 
nance and renovation needs of 
the state’s aging cultural facili- 
ties, beginning in fiscal 2002. 
The legislation established 
Regional Tourism Facilities 
Fund, which has the authority to 
make grants and loans of up to 
$7 million to tourism-related 
facilities including museums, 
theaters and historical sites. At 
least 50 percent of al grants and 
loans must go to cultural facili- 
ties. 

The Massachusetts 
Development Finance Authority 
will administer the fund, which 
will be supported through an as 
yet undetermined amount of 
revenue to be generated through 
the annual increase in the 
state’s tourism fund. An adviso- 
ry board including the MCC’s 
executive director, will review 
applications from theaters, gal- 
leries, zoos, aquariums and his- 
torical sites. 


More information on the fund 
will be available as Mass 
Development develops rules and 
regulations over the course of 


the next year. Meanwhile, the 
Massachusetts Cultural 
Facilities Project will continue 
its very successful program to 
provide grants, low-interest 
loans an technical assistance to 
cultural organizations.

If an emergency hap- 
pens, the phones are networked 
under the 911 system and will 
automatically connect to the 
police station. At this point, the 
police can use the video to 
assess the situation. In addition, 
the video link can extend 
through a wireless link to a 
computer in a police vehicle. 
According to Motorola's infor- 
mation, the system operates 
over computer networks cur- 
rently in schools, which elimi- 
nates the investment in new 
wiring.

School security in

Dr. Richard Palermo has been 
informed all four school projects 
have been approved by the 
School Building Assistance 
Program,” notes the “Lynnfield 
Villager.”

Runaway bride 


How to say, “I do” 
in an exotic locale

Julia Roberts was onto some- 
thing in “Runaway Bride.” Not 
the part where she ditches the 
groom at the altar, but where she 
just gets out of Dodge. 

In the chaos of selecting a recep- 
tion menu, addressing countless 
invitations and figuring out seat- 
ing arrangements, what bride has- 
n't harbored fantasies of getting 
hitched in a Las Vegas chapel? Or 
maybe at a sun-drenched tropical 
resort, or even with Mickey and 
friends at Disney World. 

Getting married somewhere 
other than the bride’s hometown 
is a fast-growing trend, says Millie 
Bratten, editor in chief of Bride's 
magazine. The trend first emerged 
about 10 years ago among second- 
time and older brides; now more 
first-time brides and grooms are 
planning wedding-honeymoons in 
exotic locales. 

There's plenty of appeal to these 
globe-trotting nuptials. “People 
don’t necessarily live in the same 
town where they grew up,” says 
Bratten. Since so many people, 
including the couple, have to trav- 
el for the wedding, why not go 
somewhere really exciting? “It 
makes it a vacation for everyone,” 
Bratten adds. 

Depending where a couple 
decides to exchange vows, these 
runaway weddings can really sim- 
plify plans. For starters, it’s an 
excuse to whittle down the guest 
list. While the average wedding 
has 200 people, according to Bride’s, 
destination weddings have 30 to 
40 guests, tops. 

Although exchanging vows in a 
tropical beach seems like the cham- 
pagne lifestyle of the rich and 
famous, these celebrations “can 
be very budget-friendly,” Bratten 


notes. Weddings have become big 
business for many resorts, which 
offer special packages and even 
the services of an on-site wedding 
coordinator to oversee the details. 

And those niggling details are 
crucial when you get married out- 
side the United States. 

Apparently, Mick Jagger and 
Jerry Hall's wedding coordinator 
(assuming they had one) overlooked 
a few key matters when they 
exchanged vows in a Hindu cere- 
mony in Bali in 1990. When Hall 
sued for divorce in 1999, it was 
discovered that the couple never 
completed the civil paperwork 
required by Indonesian law. 
Whoops! Turns out the rocker and 
model were never married after 
all. 


TROPICAL NUPTIALS 

The Caribbean and Hawaii top 
the list of warm-weather locations 
where couples can hitch together 
wedding and honeymoon festivi- 
ties. 

While Hawaii simply requires 
a driver's license to obtain a mar- 
riage license, couples should check 
the individual requirements of 
each country in the Caribbean. 

While many Caribbean coun- 
tries have relaxed their residency 
requirements and simplified the 
paperwork foreign couples must 
complete, requirements still vary 
from country to country. 

Want to get married in the 
French West Indies? One of you 
needs to be a resident for 30 days, 
plus you'll both need to provide 
birth certificates, a “certificate of 
good conduct,” medical certificates 
and French translations of all 
English documents. And don’t for- 
get the blood test.

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The best man for the job is your closest confidant

You've popped the question, set 
the wedding date and decided on the 
honeymoon destination. Now it’s 
time to choose your best man and 
groomsmen — the boys on your 
side as you make the big leap into 
married life. Easy, right? Yes ... 
and no. 

The best man is one of the most 
important roles in the wedding. 
Choose wisely and he will help you 
shine and make your wedding day 
virtually worry-free. Choose hap- 
hazardly and it could be a disas- 
ter. 

Traditionally, the brother clos- 
est in age fills the role of best man 
to the groom. If the groom has no 
brothers, a cousin or best friend 
steps in to fill the role, according 
to “Weddings for Grownups,” by 
Carroll Stoner. If the groom hap- 
pens to be close to a sister or female 
friend, she may serve as a best 
woman. 

But simply choosing according 
to etiquette may not be the best 


plan. 

“The Pocket Idiot's Guide to 
Being a Groom,” by Jennifer Lata 
and Mark Rung, asks the groom 
to consider a best man who is 
mature and has your best inter- 
ests in mind. In other words, don’t 
choose someone with a bad tem- 
per, who’s in love with your bride 
or who frowns on the institution 
of marriage. 

As your confidant, personal 
valet and behind-the-scenes man- 
in-charge, your best man should 
be tasteful, responsible and fun, 
according to Theknot.com. The 
Web site also suggests choosing 
someone who is currently an active 
part of your life. Old high school 
or college buddies or the cousin 


you haven't seen in a few years 
may not have as much in common 
with you as you'd like. You want 
to be comfortable with your best 
man. 

Best friends, brothers, sisters, 
cousins — whoever you ultimate- 
ly choose is up to you. Let etiquette 
guide you in your choice, not dic- 
tate it. Wedding etiquette only 
demands you choose someone reli- 
able, who can take charge in your 
absence — basically, someone you 
trust and enjoy being around. 

Elegant Bride magazine sug- 
gests giving your best man six 
months’ notice before the wedding 
so he will have time to fully assume 
the role and keep abreast of your 
plans as they develop. Also, tell 
him how thankful you are to have 
him at your side and never demand 
anything of him, always ask. 

When approaching the friend 
or loved one to be your best man, 
don’t just say, “I want you to be 
my best man.” Instead, say, “I'd 
be honored if you would be my best 
man, but | understand if you can’t 
or would rather not have such an 
involved role.” 

If he agrees, present him with 
a copy of “The Best Man’s 
Handbook, A Guy’s Guide to the 
Big Event,” by James Grace, which 
offers details and tips on every- 
thing from planning a tasteful 
bachelor party to making a great 
speech at the reception, and give 
him a brief rundown of what will 
be expected of him. 

Essentially, your best man should 
offer you moral support through- 
out the wedding planning and actu- 
al ceremony, plan the bachelor 
party with your interests in mind, 
deliver you to the ceremony on 
time and looking your best, take 
care of the wedding rings until 
they are summoned in the cere-

mony and deliver the moving first 
toast at the reception, according 
to Grace's guide. They also should 
act as a witness on the official wed- 
ding certificate. 

Your best man may also give a 
donation to the clergy on your 
behalf, give a speech at the rehearsal 
dinner, recurn your rental tux the 
day after the wedding, serve as a 
chauffeur the day of the cereino- 
ny, safeguard gifts of cash pre- 
sented at the reception, and over- 
see the ushers. 

Basically, the best man is there 
to help you out in any way he can, 
from planning the wedding and 
running errands to making guests 
at the ceremony feel comfortable, 
and easing your wedding jitters. 

Choosing attendants, or grooms- 
men, is a bit easier. Close friends 
and family should be included — 
perhaps even family of the bride. 
For small weddings, include one 
or two of your guy pals, for a larg- 
er ceremony, up to 12 is accept- 
able. 


The number of groomsmen need 
not equal the numb::r of brides- 
maids, but as it is customary for 
groomsmen to escort the brides- 
maids down the aisle, you may 
want to choose an equal number 
of each. If you choose to have an 
unequal number, accornmodate 
the difference by letting each mem- 
ber of the bridal party walk solo. 

Your groomsmen may double 
as ushers or simply oversee the 
ushers, depending on how large 
you want your wedding cast to be. 
If the groomsmen will be doubling 
as ushers, the ratio should be one 
attendant for every 50 guests. 

The groomsmen are responsi- 
ble for assisting the best man with 
the bachelor party and helping 
guests feel comfortable at the wed- 
ding and reception. 


As ushers, they will be expected 
to greet and seat the guests, dis- 
tribute programs, lay down the 
aisle runner before the processional 
and give directions to the recep- 
tion site. 

The best man and groomsmen, 
like all members of the wedding 
party are expected to pay for their 
own wedding attire and trans- 
portation and lodging if they are 
coming from out of town, accord- 
ing to Elegant Bride. They also are 
responsible for getting a gift for 
the newlyweds and pitching in for 
the bachelor party expenses 

As thanks for helping out with 
your big day, Elegant Bride sug- 
gests giving each of the men on 
your side a gift and making sure 
they have the time of their lives at 
the reception.

Here are some guidelines to 
help you write your own: 

© Use your officiant’s standard 
vow format, “I vow to love, honor, 
support ...” and write them in your 
own style: “I promise to remem- 
ber every day how much I love you 
and how lucky I am to have you. 
...” Think about what you want to 
give and receive from your mar- 
riage. 

eSit down and talk about what 
it all means to you. This will not 
only give you a good starting point 
for writing, but it also will ensure 
that you're both aware how your 
partner views your marriage. 

@ Write down the typical wed- 
ding words and emotions (love, 


support, cherish, devotion, respect, 
honor), and think about personal 
ways to express them. Glance

@ Quote a favorite poet or essay- 
ist if they say it more succinctly 
than you ever could. 

@ Make your vows reflect your 
own life. Address your individual 
background in terms of how it will 
help shape your future positively. 

@ If your marriage is a union 
of different cultures or religions, 
coneider incorporating lines by 
great poets of schelars from each. 

@Try to keep your vows under 
three minutes. They are meant to 
be your marriage vision highlights, 
not the daily play-by-play. 

@ Once you've written your 
vows, read them aloud. What sound- 
ed good as you wrote it, doesn’t 
always sound so smooth when you 
hear it. Use short, simple sentences 
— they're easier for people to fol- 
low and for you to memorize.

If you want your wedding 
gown to be beautiful for sisters, 
daughters and grand daughters, 
then you must act very soon af- 
ter the wedding. As impossible 
as it seems, wedding gown pres- 
ervation is another detail that 
should be planned before the 
wedding day. Stains can be- 
come permanent in a very short 
period of time as oxygen reacts 
with acids and oils found in 
every day substances. The re- 
sulting oxidation reaction is 
really a chemical burn of the fi- 
bers. Hot weather dramatically 
increases the prospect of irre- 
versible damage. 

A gown will develop perma- 
nent stains from traces of per- 
spiration and beverages that 
are not easily seen. Delay in 
cleaning or improper cleaning 
will oxidize or “set” these 
stains. A gown properly cleaned 
but not properly packaged to 
protect it from oxygen and air 
pollutants will yellow and liter- 
ally turn to dust over time. 

The good news is that a 
gown, that has been carefully 
worn, properly cleaned, prop- 
erly packaged and properly 
stored, can be used in weddings 
separated by many decades. 

Before the wedding find a 
dry cleaner you trust and ask a 


friend or relative to deliver the 
gown within a few days after 
the wedding to that cleaner. Ac- 
cording to Bruce Smith of 
Fresh Touch cleaners in Win- 
chester these are a few of the 
questions you should ask and 
the answers you should receive 
before selecting the proper 
cleaner. 

Q: How soon will my gown 
be cleaned? 

A: We pre-spot and clean 
gowns within one week of re- 
ceiving them. This is important 
because Champagne, wine, per- 
spiration and even soft drinks 
have acids and oils that will re- 
act with oxygen to cause per- 
manent discoloration if left on 
the fabric too long. 

Q: What cleaning process do 
you use? 

A: Each gown is treated as 
an individual. Each has a dif- 
ferent combination of fibers, 
fabrics, laces, pearls and se- 
quins. Some beads, pearls and 
sequins can not be dry cleaned. 
Also, each gown has its own as- 
sortment of food, beverage and 
hemline stains. We use the com- 
bination of spot cleaning, dry 
cleaning and wet cleaning that 
will give us the best result. 

Q: Spot cleaning? Dry 
cleaning? Wet cleaning? 

A: Spot cleaning is the use of 
specific chemicals to neutralize 
and remove substances from a 
small area of the fabric. 

Dry cleaning is an over all 
cleaning process that involves 
immersion of the entire gar- 
ment in baths containing sol- 
vents, soaps and sizings. Little 
or no water is involved. Agita-

tion is carefully monitored. Dry 
cleaning is particularly benefi- 
cial for silk, acetate, rayon and 
wool fabrics. 

Wet cleaning involves im- 
mersion of the entire garment 
in water containing special 
soaps, softeners and sizings. 
Again, agitation is carefully 
monitored. 

Q: What is preservation? 

A: The first and most impor- 
tant step is cleaning to remove 
substances that will cause a 
chemical reaction with the fab- 
ric. The next step is packaging 
the gown to prevent damage 
from exposure to oxygen, in- 
sects, moisture and light. All 
bust forms, tissue paper, films 
and boxes are specially pur- 
chased for fabric preservation 
All materials are acid neutral- 
ized to be sure they will not de- 
teriorate and emit fumes that 
will harm the gown. 

Q: Once it is packaged, can 
I look at it? 

A: Yes, our preservation 
boxes all have windows so our 
customers can see the gown 
without exposing the gown to 
oxygen and moisture. If you 


would like to remove the gown 
from the box, remember to 
choose a day with low humidity, 
beware of perspiration on 
hands or if trying on and re- 
package the gown as soon as 
possible. 

Q: Where should I store the 
packaged gown? 

A: Heat speeds up deteriora- 
tion of fabrics. Do not store the 
gown in an attic. Choose a liv- 
ing space in the house such as 
under a bed, in a closet or in a 
cool dry basement.

Other French requirements 
include that at least one of you 
establish residency in the town in 
which you plan to marry for 40 
days (30 days residency, plus anoth- 
er 10 to publish the marriage 
banns). All documents (birth cer- 
tificates, etc.) must be translated 
into French as well.
